The directors of the Angelus For¬ 
est Protective Association will hold 
their regular monthly dinner and 
! directors’ meeting in Sierra Madre 
on Tuesday evening, April 8. The 
directors represent every city along 
the Sierra Madre mountains anil ex- 
I tend as far east as Claremont, west 
! to San Fernando and as far south 
as Whittier. 

The director of this association in 
Sierra Madre is L. D. Berg, secre¬ 
tary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and he is in charge of the dinner 
and arrangements April 8th. 

Fire crew leaders here are Messrs. 
Udell, Henderson, Odwarker, Mueller 
and Keys. Each crew leader has a 
picked force of men under his super¬ 
vision. 

Ten men from Sierra Madre will 
attend the practical educational work 
at Switzer’s camp back of Mt. Ix>we 
next Saturday evening and Sunday. 
All transportation has been furnished 
gratis by the Pacific Electric Rail¬ 
way and from this association some 
400 men will be assembled. 

The association will establish a 
free forestry school ut the Pasadena 
Chamber of Commerce commencing 
April 7th, and the fire crew leaders 
from Sierra Madre will attend 100 
per cent. 

Through the Angelus Forest Pro¬ 
tective association better protection 
than ever before will be given the 
nearby watersheds. This associa¬ 
tion admits that the greatest fire risk 
in the Angelus Reserve lies right ' 
back of Sierra Madre.

No real alternative pro¬ 
gram has been proposed. 

In general Mr. Jones follows the 
same lines proposed by William Mul- 
holland a number of years ago, and 
also the verdict of J. B. Lipplficott. 
Both of these men said that while :t 
was desirable to develop as much 
gravity water as possible in the 
mountains, the great dependable sup¬ 
ply must be found in the Santa 
Anita basin. That means it must be 
pumped. 

Water Possibilities 

In the Santa Anita basin Sierra 
Madre has the absolute right of an 
overlying owner to sufficient water 
for a population of 25,000, according 
to Mr. Jones. The present wells are 
adequate for a long time to come. 
The present problem is with the dis¬ 
tributing system. 

Large areas in Sierra Madre are 
without water, or have sueh an in¬ 
termittent supply as to work a grave 
injustice to taxpayers in those sec¬ 
tions. The Sierra Madre water sys¬ 
tem has been developed from a net¬ 
work of pipes laid for irrigation and 
not for a townsite closely subdivided. 
As a result many streets are without 
mains. Existing mains are not pro¬ 
perly arranged to provide proper cir¬ 
culation and equalized pressure. Ex¬ 
cellent work in this direction has 
been done by all the superintendents 
during the period of great growth. 
But it could not be done adequately 
out of water revenues.

The 
vision of the trustees for the future 
must have the cordial approval of 
any one who has faith in the future 
of Sierra Madre and a desire that the 
children have adequate school facil¬ 
ities. 

Three items may be taken up in 
considering the plans: Additional 
school rooms, auditorium, and more 
land. 

The need for more school rooms 
will be admitted without argument. 
The eight-room unit is the largest 
item in the $100,000 program. 

The auditorium has been classed 
by some as a luxury, or as some¬ 
thing that can be put off to some in¬ 
definite future time. The latter ex¬ 
cuse will always be raised against 
such a proposal. But an auditorium 
is certainly not a luxury in connec¬ 
tion with any sensible school plan. 
It is an essential which Sierra Madre 
should be shamed for not providing 
long ago. 

The need for more land should be 
just as apparent as the need for 
more class rooms. The present 
grounds are so fully occupied with 
buildings that too little playground 
room is provided. With more build¬ 
ings to be erected there will be no 
place left for recreation except the 
adjacent streets. 

In Safe HarJs 

There is no occasion for reviving 
old quarrels over school matters in 
connection with this bond proposal. 
There can be no possible bearing on 
the question. Without going i.uo 
past differences of opinion, it may be 
said without equivocation that the 
expenditure of this bond money will 
be in safe hands. President Ander¬ 
son of the school board has shown 
a clear vision of future needs and 
has worked in and out of season to 
bring them to the attention of the 
voters. Mr. Jensen is keenly inter¬ 
ested in the school by reason of his 
own boys and an interest in child 
welfare; and is further a level head¬ 
ed business man. The two candidates 
for trustee, Mrs. Fletcher White and 
Mr. E. A. Calvert, are both per¬ 
fectly “safe” and have many desira¬ 
ble qualifications.
